AIG to Pay $I 65 M in Bonuses 


Troubled insurance giant draws outrage from White House 


WASHINGTON! American International Group 
is giving executives in its most troubled busi- 
ness unit tens of millions of dollars in new 
bonuses even though it received a taxpayer 
bailout of more than $170 billion dollars. 

AIG has said it must pay out $165 million 
in executive bonuses to meet a contractually 
obligated Sunday deadline, but the troubled 
insurance giant has agreed to administration 
requests to restrain future payments. 


The Treasury Department determined 
that the government did not have the legal 
authority to block the current payments. 
AIG declared earlier this month that it had 
suffered a loss of $61.7 billion for the fourth 
quarter of last year, the largest corporate 
loss in history. 

On the Sunday talk shows, leaders of the 
White House economic team expressed out- 
rage at the bonuses. 


“I don’t know why they would follow a 
policy that’s ... obviously going to ignite the ire 
of millions of people,” said Austan Goolsbee, 
staff director of President Obama’s Economic 
Recovery Advisory Board. 

But in a letter to Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner, AIG Chairman Edward 
Liddy said that “quite frankly, AIG’s hands 
are tied,” although he said that in light of the 
company’s current situation he found it “dis- 
tasteful and difficult” to recommend going 
forward with the payments, (ap)

Obama officials adopt 
a more optimistic tone 
after Wall Street rally 

WASHINGTON | The economy is 
fundamentally sound despite the 
temporary “mess” it’s in, the White 
House said Sunday in the kind of 
upbeat assessment that Barack 
Obama had mocked as a presiden- 
tial candidate. 

Obama’s Democratic allies plead- 
ed for patience with an administra- 
tion hitting the two-month mark this 
week, while Republicans said the 
White House’s plans ignore small 
businesses and the immediate need 
to fix what ails the economy. After 
weeks projecting a dismal outlook 
on the economy, administration offi- 
cials — led by the president himself 
— swung their rhetoric toward opti- 
mism in what became Wall Street’s 
best week since November. 

During the fall campaign, 
Obama relentlessly criticized his 
opponent. Sen. John McCain, 
R-Ariz., for declaring, “The funda- 


mentals of our economy are strong.” 
Obama’s team painted the senator 
as being out of touch. 

But on Sunday, that optimistic 
message came from economic advis- 
er Christina Romer. When asked 
during an appearance on “Meet the 
Press” whether the fundamentals of 


the economy were sound, she replied: 
“Of course they are sound.” 

“The fundamentals are sound in 
the sense that the American workers 
are sound, we have a good capital 
stock, we have good technology,” she 
said. “We know that — that tempo- 
rarily we’re in a mess, right?”

SMALL-BUSINESS PLAN 

Amid misgivings over his bud- 
get, PresidentObama has decid- 
ed to provide billions of dollars 
in federal lending aid aimed at 
struggling small-business own- 
ers. The broad package to be 
announced Monday includes 
$730 million from the stimulus 
plan to cutsmall-business lend- 
ing fees. 


Just a week ago. White House 
Office of Management and Bud- 
get director Peter Orszag declared 
that “fundamentally, the economy 
is weak.” Days later, Obama said he 
was confident in the economy. 

The seesaw message from the 
new administration drew sharp 
criticism from Senate Republi- 
can leader Mitch McConnell of 
Kentucky. 

“They’re taking advantage of a 
crisis in order to do things that had 
nothing to do with getting us into 
the crisis in the first place,” McCo- 
nnell said.

Docs Tame Peanut Allergy

Risky treatment seems 
to have cured 5 kids of 
the dangerous ailment 

WASHINGTON | Scientists have the 
first evidenee that life-threaten- 
ing peanut allergies may one day 
be eured. 

A few kids now are allergy-free, 
thanks to a seary treatment involv- 
ing tiny amounts of the very food 
that onee endangered them. 

Doetors urge parents not to try 
the method at home. During treat- 
ment medieal professionals monitor 
patients elosely in ease they need 
reseue, and there’s no way to diee 
a peanut as small as the treatment 
doses require. 

Over several years, ehildren 
given the treatment have learned to 
tolerate peanuts. Immune-system 


tests show no sign of the peanut 
allergy remaining in five youngsters 
who were treated, and others ean 
withstand amounts that onee would 
have left them wheezing or worse, 
seientists reported Sunday. 

Are the five eured? Doetors at 
Duke University Medieal Center 
and Arkansas Children’s Hospi- 
tal must traek them years longer 
to be sure. 

“We’re optimistie that they have 
lost their peanut allergy,” said the 
lead researeher. Dr. Wesley Burks, 
Duke’s allergy ehief “We’ve not seen 
this before medieally. We’ll have to 


see what happens to them.” 

More researeh is under way to 
eonfirm the pilot study, released 
Sunday at a meeting of the Ameri- 
ean Aeademy of Allergy, Asthma 
and Immunology. If it pans out, 
the approaeh eould mark a major 
advanee for an allergy that affliets 
1.8 million people in the United 
States. 

Millions of people have food 
allergies, and peanut allergy is eon- 
sidered the most dangerous, with 
life-threatening reaetions possible 
from traee amounts of the substanee.

Pakistan’s Crisis Deepens 


OPEC Decides 
To Keep Current 
Output Levels 

V I E N N A I OPEC tried on Sunday to 
nudge oil prices up by urging its 
members to stop overproducing, 
but the cartel decided not to cut cur- 
rent output levels, which could have 
driven prices sharply higher. 

Explaining the decision, OPEC 
Secretary-General Abdalla el-Badri 
spoke of his organization’s concern 
over “ugly” global economic times 
that overrode the desire to achieve 
a quick fix by setting a lower overall 
output for the 12-nation club. 

“We see people who are out of 
work; we see people in tents in the 
most rich countries,” he told report- 
ers. “The time is not right” for more 
radical measures, he said. 

The decision was sure to be wel- 
comed by the U.S. and other major 
oil-consuming countries because 
setting lower output limits could 
have jolted the already anemic 
world economy through a sudden

Defying house arrest, 
opposition figure leads 
anti-government rally 

LAHORE, PAKISTAN I Pakistani oppo- 
sition leader Nawaz Sharif defied 
house arrest Sunday to lead an anti- 
government convoy toward the bar- 
ricaded capital and a showdown 
with its pro-Western president. 

Earlier, Sharif’s supporters 
fought running battles with riot 
police in the eastern city of Lahore, 
a taste of what could come if author- 
ities make good on pledges not to 


allow him and other protesters to 
enter Islamabad. 

The power struggle between Pres- 
ident Asif Ali Zardari and former 
prime minister Sharif threatens to 
paralyze the one-year-old govern- 
ment and, alarmingly for the United 
States, distract the nuclear-armed 


nation from its fight against Taliban 
and al-Qaeda militants operating 
along the Afghan border. 

“People have responded very 
overwhelmingly to the call of the 
hour, and I am thankful to the 
nation,” Sharif told Geo television 
by phone from his car. “This is a 


prelude to a revolution.” 

A prolonged crisis could lead to 
early elections or force Zardari to 
resign, particularly if the power- 
ful military decides to intervene. 
Sharif and Islamist parties would 
be well-placed to profit from any 
early elections, given popular dis- 
content with Zardari’s party. 

Zardari’s spokesman said late 
Sunday the president had no inten- 
tion of resigning, while the infor- 
mation minister repeated earlier 
offers of negotiations to end the 
standoff. 

“We want to get the nation rid 
of this situation at the earliest, this 
state of instability and uncertain- 
ty,” Information Minister Qamar 
Zaman said. 

Earlier Sunday, hundreds of 
police surrounded Sharif s residence 
in Lahore, carrying an order for his 
house arrest, party spokesman Per- 
vaiz Rasheed said. But Sharif, who 
denounced the order as illegal, later 
left the house in a convoy of vehicles 
and headed into town. 

Early Monday, a senior Pakistani 
government official speaking on 
condition of anonymity said fired 
chief justice Iftikhar Mohammad 
Chaudhry would be reinstated later 
this month. 

Opposition leaders and lawyers 
marching on the capital have been 
demanding that the government 
restore Chaudhry. babar dogar (ap)

Tight Race in El Salvador

Ex-guerrillas could 
uproot conservatives 
in presidential election 

SAN SALVADOR, EL SALVADOR I El 
Salvador’s former guerrillas, behind 
the bespectacled, moderate face of 
a former TV journalist, could take 
power for the first time since the 
nation’s civil war in elections Sun- 
day that threaten to uproot two 
decades of conservative rule. 

Mauricio Funes, plucked from 
outside the ranks of the rebel group- 
turned-political party Farabundo 
Marti National Liberation Front, 
would become the latest in a wave 
of leftist leaders to take power in 
Latin America at a time of uncer- 
tainty over how President Obama 
will approach the region. 

Funes, 49, promises to crack 
down on big businesses, which he 
claims have long evaded taxes with 


government complacency, and hopes 
to capitalize on discontent with two 
decades of conservative Arena party 
rule that has brought economic 
growth and stability to the Central 
American country but done little to 
redress social inequalities. 

Funes faces Rodrigo Avila, a for- 
mer police chief with a boyish grin 
who is trying to bring the Arena to 
its fifth-straight presidential victo- 


ry. Recent polls put Funes ahead of 
Avila, but many voters were unde- 
cided after the most polarizing cam- 
paign since the 12-year civil war that 
killed 75,000 and ended in 1992. 

El Salvador President Tony Saca 
said he was confident that the pres- 
ence of international observers would 
guarantee a fair election. 

“The result is going to be close,” 
he said. Alexandra olson (ap) 


E. Afghan Blast Kills 4 U.S. Soldiers 


KABUL I A roadside bomb killed 
four American soldiers in eastern 
Afghanistan on Sunday — new evi- 
dence of rising violence in a region 
where clashes and attacks in the 
first two months of 2009 more 
than doubled from the same peri- 


od a year ago. 

The spike in violence is an early 
indication that ambushes are likely to 
surge as thousands of new U.S. forces 
arrive in Afghanistan this year. 

Brig. Gen. Richard Blanchette, a 
spokesman for the NATO -led force 


here, confirmed that a bomb killed 
four U.S. troops in eastern Afghani- 
stan. A U.S. statement indicated the 
troops were based in Jalalabad. 

A suicide bomber, meanwhile, 
attacked a NATO convoy in Kabul 
on Sunday but instead killed two 
passers-by, who were among 18 
people killed, officials said, (ap)

Report says at least 3% 
of eapitals residents are 
living with the disease 

WAS H I N GTO N I At least 3 percent of 
residents in the nation’s capital are 
living with HIV or AIDS, and every 
mode of transmission is on the rise, 
according to a report to be released 
Monday by D.C. health officials. 

The findings in the 2008 epi- 
demiology report by the D.C. HIV/ 
AIDS Administration point to a 
severe epidemic that’s affecting 
every race and sex across the popu- 
lation and neighborhoods. 

“Our rates are higher than West 
Africa,” said Shannon Hader, the 
administration’s director, who 
used to spearhead the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention’s 
work in Zimbabwe. “They’re on 
par with Uganda and some parts 
of Kenya.” 

The report, obtained by The 
Washington Post, updates a land- 
mark 2007 study that discovered 
the epidemic had moved from 
affecting a mostly gay population 
to a general one, and that it dispro- 
portionately affected blacks. 

The study found that the num- 
ber of HIV and AIDS cases jumped 
22 percent from the 12,428 report- 
ed in 2006. 

Almost 1 in 10 residents between 
40 and 49 are living with the virus, 
and black men had the highest infec- 
tion rate at almost 7 percent, the

report said. It added that 3 percent 
of black women in D.C. have HIV. 

The virus was most often trans- 
mitted by men having sex with 
men, followed by heterosexual 
transmission and injection drug 


use, the report said. 

“This is very, very depressing 
news, especially considering HIV’s 
profound impact on minority com- 
munities,” said Anthony Fauci, 
director of the National Institutes 
of Health’s program on infectious 
diseases. “And remember: The city’s 
numbers are just based on people 
who’ve gotten tested.” 

The epidemiology report warns 
that the true number of D.C. resi- 
dents infected with HIV “is cer- 
tainly higher.” (ap) 



Man Struck, Killed by Metro Train 


A man was struck and killed by a 
six-car Metro train early Sunday 
at the East Falls Church station, 
transit officials said, marking the 
second death on the Washington- 
area system’s tracks in less than 48 
hours. Foul play is not suspected, 
said Steven Taubenkibel, a Metro 
spokesman. 

The Orange Line train, which 
was bound for New Carrollton, 
struck the unidentified adult male 
at about 1:44 a.m., officials said. 
Service was switched to a differ- 
ent track before the Metro system 
closed at 3 a.m.

“One false moment and the 
whole thing falls apart,” the Oscar- 
winning actor says. 

To ensure that the ingredients 
were in place. Cage did a lot of prep 
work with writer-director Alex 
Proyas (“Dark City,” “I, Robot”) 
before production got under way 
in Australia last year. “I thought 
the script was in good shape, but 
I wanted to go over the first few 
beats of the movie to make it more 
believable,” says Cage, who spent 
four months on location. 

The 45-year-old actor plays John 
Koestler, an astrophysicist who dis- 
covers that a seemingly random 
sequence of numbers maybe a secret 
code. What makes this discovery 
so remarkable is that the numbers 
were scribbled by a schoolgirl 50 
years earlier, left in a time capsule 
and found by Koestler’s young son 
at school. Koestler becomes con- 
vinced the numbers are anything 
but random and must do whatev- 
er it takes to save his son from an 
apocalyptic disaster.

M U S I C I Baseball fans might remem- 
ber the downfall of Rick Ankiel. 
The phenom pitcher led the St.

League division series in 2000, only 
to throw five wild pitches in one 
inning. He had mysteriously lost his 
ability to throw strikes, eventually 
ending his pitching career. 


Timbaland is having an Ankiel 
moment. Throughout the ’90s and 
into the 2000s, the producer was 
a revolutionary. But since produc- 
ing Justin Timberlake’s fantas- 
tic “FutureSex/LoveSounds,” he’s 
proffered a lukewarm solo album, a 
treacly OneRepublic remix and an 
unremarkable M.I.A. song. 

His shepherding of former 
Soundgarden and Audioslave front 
man Chris Cornell’s new solo album, 
“Scream,” is a fascinating but heart- 
breaking document of how many 


Cage had his reasons for mak- 
ing “Knowing.” He wanted to work 
with Proyas, a noted sci-fi director. 
He wanted to play a single dad. And 
he was looking for something in the 
science-fiction genre. “I immediate- 
ly felt it was something that facili- 
tated my interest in more than one 
way,” he says. 

Playing a single dad is something 
Cage can relate to. He’s the proud 
parent of 18-year-old Weston Cage, 
from his relationship with actress 
Christina Fulton. He also has a 
3 -year-old son named Kal-El with 
his third wife, Alice Kim. 

“I’ve dedicated this movie to 
my oldest son, because some of the 
scenes really ring true for me,” Cage 
says. “I even took some of the dia- 
logue from my memories and put 
it into the movie — experiences I 
had as a single father.” 

As a parent, he understood his 
character’s determination to save 
his child from doom. “I don’t think 
I could have played this part 20 
years ago,” he admits. “The script 
came to me at a time when I had 
the emotional resources and the life 
experience to play the part.” 

Cage not only drew from his par- 
enting instincts, he also thought 
about his own father, who is a college 
professor. “That was all the research 
I really needed,” he says, angela daw-

“Los Abrazos Rotos,” or “Bro- 
ken Embraces,” is about a writer 
and director telling the story of 
an accident that left him blind 14 
years earlier and a torrid relation- 
ship with an actress with whom he 
was filming.

The New African Film 
Festival delivers old 
gems and new insight 

FILM I While most of the movies 
shown at the 2009 New African 
Films Festival have a rough-hewn 
quality, there’s no denying the art- 
istry. It’s like low-fi indie rock: 


Under the fuzz and fumbled notes 
is a passion and empathy than can 
be lost when technology supersedes 
the heart. 

This six-day festival at AFI, co- 
sponsored by TransAfrica Forum 
and Afrikafe, will screen 14 films 
that scan the African diaspora.

in Ethiopia after the overthrow of 
Emperor Haile Selassie. The black- 
and-white movie uses real people 
to act out a story about wealthy 
landowners and the government’s 
oppressing rural farmers, whose 
salvation comes from a man who 
is part lunatic, part revolutionary 
truth-sayer. 

Several of the films cover music, 
naturally, but the most important is 
“Transes” (Friday, 9 p.m.), Ahmed 
El Maanouni’s 1981 documentary 
about Nass El Ghiwane, a group 
Martin Scorsese called “the Roll- 
ing Stones of North Africa.” 

But the holy grail for African 
film fans might be “Touki Bouki” 
(Saturday, 5:45 p.m.), the 1973 
movie that follows a couple who 
dream of leaving Dakar for Paris.

Reuse centers thrive 
as people try to lead 
greener, thriftier lives 

Artist Cathy Mansell wants your old 
thread spools, your empty yogurt 
containers and your unwanted 
vinyl LPs.

She knows that even if she has 
no use for the yarn remnants, wall- 
paper samples, button collections 
or irrigation pipe unearthed during 
closet cleanings, someone will need 
them for an art project. So, she’s 
turned her office full of odds and 
ends into one of hundreds of reuse 
centers across the country. 

“It’s common sense to get some- 
thing for free,” said Mansell, the 
art consultant for the Boise, Idaho, 
School District. “Part of it is bud- 
get, and part of it is it’s just the right 
thing to do.” 

Some reuse centers operate as 
businesses that sell discards for a 
few dollars, but most are nonprof- 
its that get by with grants, govern- 
ment support or income from sales. 
All are based on the idea that for 
almost every item, however hum- 
ble, there is a need. 

It’s an idea that’s catching on, 
in part because the environmen- 
tal movement emphasizes reuse 
and recycling, and in part because 
of budget concerns. 

“Dance companies love it when 
we get in fabric for their costumes; 


teachers get really excited when 
we get copy paper in,” said Susan 
Springer Anderson, the education 
administrator at Materials for the 
Arts, a city-run reuse center in New 
York City. 

Anderson’s group, which runs 
one of the largest reuse centers in 
the country, gets donations from 
fashion houses, television produc- 
tion companies and big-name cor- 
porations such as Estee Lauder. 

“Every single group finds some- 
thing here that they are in desperate 
need of,” Anderson said. “Sometimes 
they knew it and sometimes they 
didn’t when they came in.” 

The reuse stores are popular for 
schools, too, particularly since many 
teachers supplement their classroom 
materials with items they purchase 
themselves, said Patrick Riccards, 
a spokesman for the National Asso- 
ciation of Art Educators in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

“When I go out to the schools. 
I’m seeing a lot more recycled art 
projects out there,” Mansell said. 

The former real estate boom 
and popularity of the environmen- 
tal movement have been good for 
reuse centers, said Leslie Kirkland,

in conventional building materials 
and in unlikely finds like pastel-col- 
ored toilets from the 1970s. 

“You find people who actu- 
ally do want that lavender toilet 
because they’re doing some kind of 
weird project, or they’re using it as 
something other than a toilet, like 
a planter,” said Kirkland. 

At the other end of the scale are 
smaller places such as the Scrap 
Box, a reuse store in Ann Arbor, 
Mich., that sells automobile-related 
materials. A hot air balloon manu- 
facturer donates scraps of ripstop 
nylon, said employee Sally Warn. 

With the downturn in the car 
industry, those supplies are becom- 
ing more scarce, said Warn. But “in 
terms of customers, a lot of people 
are still coming in,” she said. “We 
might even be up a little in busi- 
ness.” ANNE WALLACE ALLEN (AP)

who runs the Baltimore nonprofit 
Loading Dock and also operates 
the Reuse Development Organi- 
zation, a trade association of sorts 
for reuse centers.
